This iron-on will work best if.transferred on fabric 
made of 100% polyester. A polyester blend fabric will • 
work and so will 100% cotton, but the design may fade 
after a few washings. Don't use fabrics that are heavily 
napped (like corduroy or terry cloth). The fabric 
should be smooth, but without a shiny surface. Of course 
use light colored material so the iron-on will show up. 


DIRECTIONS 

1. Cover ironing board with piece of cloth to avoid 
staining. 

2. Place the T-shirt, or whatever garment you want to 
decorate on the ironing board. Make sure the garment 
is lying flat.
